1. Claims 11-16 are allowed. 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

The application has been amended as follows: 
Claim 11, line 18, "the transmission circuit" has been changed to "the 
transmission circuitry". See the changed in line 13 of the claim. 
Claim 13: 

Line 1 1 , "pattern generation circuit" has been changed to "a pattern generation 
circuit". 

Lines 13 and 17, the term "transmission circuit" has been changed to 
"transmission circuitry". 

Line 15, the word "comprise" has been changed to "comprises". 

Lines 16 and 18, the term "reception circuit" has been changed to "reception 
circuitry". 

Line 18, "pattern comparison circuit" has been changed to "a pattern comparison 
circuit". 

All the changes in claim 13 are similar to the changes in the amendments of 
claim 11. 
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Further, the withdrawn claims 18 and 20 have been cancelled because the 
election filed on January 08, 2009 to elect claims 11-16 are without traverse. 
3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
fails to show, teach, or suggest an I/O interface circuit comprises a jitter generation 
control circuit controlling a jitter generator to vary an amount of modulation or the 
frequency of the jitter in accordance with a comparison result delivered by a pattern 
comparison circuit and a measurement procedure for a jitter resistance test and a clock 
generation circuit generating a first clock signal to a data transmission circuit, wherein 
the data transmission circuit comprises a pattern generation circuit to generate a data 
pattern for the jitter resistance test and generating a second clock signal to a reception 
circuit, wherein the reception circuit comprises a pattern comparison circuit to compare 
the data pattern with an expectation value to output the comparison result, as recited in 
claim 1 1 . The prior art also fails to show, teach, or suggest that the pattern generation 
circuit in the data transmission circuit comprises a circuit including data of a contiguous 
sequence of 0s or 1s in the data pattern, and the pattern comparison circuit in the data 
reception circuit comprises a first circuit detecting the data of the contiguous sequence 
of 0s or 1s having been received and a second circuit forcing the comparison result to 
indicate a match when the first circuit detects the data of the contiguous sequence of 0s 
or 1s having been received, as recited in claim 13.
